dysentery, bacillary and amoebic. 
The’ bacillary type Ia by far the 

most common as an active dysen- 
tery, and the present outbreak is 


one of a very toxic and virulent]. 


type. No further reference will 
be made to the amoebic form. 

The organism responsible for 
the present epidemic is the Shiga 
bacillus which produces such de- 
vastating effects in children, The 
mortality rate amongst European 
children is high owing to their 
lack of resistance. 

This bacillus Hves in the in- 
testinal canal of man—once out 
of his body it dies quickly. Direct 
sunlight kills it within an hour. 
In faeces it may‘ live for two days. 
In milk and water, on fruit and 
vegetables, it may live for seven 
to 14 days. 

Source Of Infection 

The svurce of infection ix al- 
ways man himself, for only he can 
spread this disease by excreting 
organisms in his faeces. The 
worst offender is not the person 
suffering from un acute attack of 
dysentery _but the one who has 
developed a chronic stage of . the 
disease, Millions of bacilli are 
passed in the faeces of auch an 
individual. True carriers of bacil- 


\lary dysontery are also found, and|te 


these. persons can spread the dis- 
ease widely. 

Bacillary dysentery can be «is- 
seminated In a number of ways 
and direct contact has been prov- 
ed to be an important means. A 
transmis: 
aion is through flies, This was 
experimentally by 
Manson-Bahr in 1912 and during 
the Great War his experiments 
were confirmed, Bacilli are found 
not only in the intestinal tract of 
the fly but on its feet. Thus there 
is a great risk of baciNary dysen- 
tery spread if files light on food. 

Contaminated water is another 
vehicle of dissemination, whether 
used for drinking purposes or for 
washing utensils which may con- 
tain food. Spread by milk may 
also occur where either a human 
Shiga carrior is handling milk, in 
which case tho infection is con- 
veyed:-to the milk, or the milk may 
be contaminated by the addition 
of water containing the bacillus. 

‘Uncooked Vegetables 

Uncooked vegetables — particu- 

larly lettuce and celery—may be 
contaminated by manuring pro- 
cesses particularly ns carried out 
in. these parts. 
. How often docs one hear the fol- 
lowing conversation?7—“Do have 
some lettuce. It is grown in our 
own garden and is perfectly aafe. 
I superintend the watering —my- 
self.” 

Too often the victim’s politeness 
overcomes his better judgment 
and he succumbs to the tempta- 
tion.

It must be realined that bacil- 
lary dysentery is more fatal to 
children thon adults. Parents 
should’ ‘be warned against the 
ever-growing tendency to regard 
attacks of diarrhoea lightly and 
to designate them by the usual 
rm, “Hong-Kong Dog.” 

“Warning” | 

At times acute bacillary dysen-| Bo 
tery is preceded by what is called 
a “warning diarrhoea.” This may 
last for one or two days and then 
the child becomes suddenly acute- 
ly ill, with very numerous stools 
containing blood and mucus. . In 
its present form there is severe 
toxaemia and the child becomes 
quickly dehydrated because of 
the great loss of body fluids. 

This is not the place for details 
of treatment, but reference will 
be made to the moro urgent points. 

With regard to the treatment of 
acute ‘bacillary dysentery carly 
diagnosis is most important, and 
so far os children are concerned 
parents: should not delay in send- 
ing for the family doctor. 

Methods of treatment may vary 
but it is the bounden duty of the 
doctor to commence treatment at 
once, should hé even suspect acute 
bacillary dysentery in'a child. At 
the present time there is no more 
powerful agent at the doctor's dis- 
posal than anti-dysenteric serum. 
Its efficacy, if it is used within the 
first 48 hours of the onset of an 
acute attack, is now admitted by 
all clinicians. This applies par- 
ticularly to such an acute 
toxic infection as exists at pre- 
sent. ; 

Proper Feeding

in the correct treatment is proper

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RASS widows always have 

been a fascinating sub- 

ject in fiction and the drama, but 

recently they have attracted 

students of sociology, who have 

made some interesting dis- 
coverics about them. 

Science wanted to know just 
how the conduct of a woman be- 
reft of a husband, not through 
death, differed from that of 1 
wife whose mate had died. Na- 
turally, there was a great dif- 
ference to be found in the re- 
spective reactions. , 

The investigation was limited 
to Philadelphia and was conduct- 
ed by Dr. James F. S., Bossard, 
professor of sociology at the 
University of Pennsylvania. The 
professor was interested mainly 
in three phases of the grass 
widew’s life — “distribution, 
habits and temperament.” His 
subject included more than 6,000 
women, divorced from their hus- 
bands in. recent months. He 
found the women surprisingly 
centralised. But not, exactly 
gregarious, re y 

“Grass widows," his report 
atated, “prefer to live like lone 
wolves. 

“They enjoy gadding about, 


- but they like, as a rule, to have 


available a quiet litle nest to 


“which they can retire at will, 


without being watched. 

“They are constantly having a 
gay time among the bright 
Nights, but they hate to have the 
neighbours ask questions. 

“They are always looking for 
friends, but they are afraid of 
gossipis; they want to live a well- 
rounded, full life, but they don't 
want other people to know about 
it” 

Dr. Bossard found that there 
is a veritable “divorce belt,” a 
section of Philadelphia, where 
grass widows are concentrated. 
This’ “Divorce Belt," which con- 
sists of two strips, each about 
thirty blocks long and five to 
seven blocka wide, presents the 
features which Dr. Bossard finds 


. divorced women prefer for liv- 


ing conditions, 
“Two facts concerning the dis- 


tribution of divorced ‘women in” | 


Philadelphia stand out clearly as 
a result of this study,” declared

Dr. Bossard, who correlated the 
addresses of 6,664 grass widows 
Nving in Philadelphia. 

“First, they seck out areas of 
dense population, characterized 
by activity, mobility and anony- 
mity, and where housing condi- 
tions make possible a certain in- 
dependence of residence. - 

“On the other hand, they avoid 
arenas of sparse population, of 
spatial isolation and of religious 
prejudice.‘ The divorced woman 
presents essentially a study in 
socinl — isolation. She — secks 
escape in the crowd, not inj the 
wilderness. She knows human 
contacts, but avoids prying cyea. 

“The divorced woman places a 
premium upon privacy, and finds 


it in a crowded apartment house.’ 


She seeks friends, not in the con- 
tinued association of a primary 
group, but in come-and-zo rela- 
tions with a mobile crowd. It 1s 


this characterizing search—for | 


stimulation, coupled with secrecy 
—for contact, coupled with little 
communieation—that seems to 
offer the basic key to the apatial 
distribution of divorced women 
in Philadelphia,

The wise and suc- 
cessful physician will be the one 
who adopts the appropriate serum 
treatment as quickly as he possib- 
ly can. It is dangerous to delay 
in anticipation of laboratory con- 
firmation. Experienced clinicians 
havo. to act. quickly and thor- 
oughly. There is no harm in giv- 
ing a child of one year old o 10 
c.c. dose of appropriate serum and 
repeat as clinical signs justify -- 
for older children: larger doses. 
Care has to be taken to enquire as 
to whether ‘the child has had pre- 
vious serum injections os; for 
example, anti-diphtheritic. Thus 
severe subsequent reactions can 
be avoided. 
Eptdemic Control 

With regard to the control of 
such epidemics much responsibi- 
lity rests with those engaged in 
the-presorvation of the health: of 
the public.

STRANGE, austere landscape, 

ghost-haunted solitude, pur- 
ple-grey stones and negation. So 
{t was as we walked among tall 
bare pinc-trunks ordered asa pro- 
ceasion, henring the soft play of 
the wind, seeing the lines of the 
stones.

There in a corner 
are camphor-wood boxes marked 
with the swasika, the foot-print of 
Buddha. _Inslde each in a roughly 
constructed wooden chair on which 
the dead monk’ or nun fa to be 


‘lseated, hands folded, legs crossed, 


in the posture of Buddha, decked 
for what voyage? They are taken 
a little way up the mountain 
and burned. A very old custom, 
we are. told,,this - is done at ‘all 
Buddhist monasteries. 
Grinning Monsters 
Grinning . monsters twist along 
the cornices of another gateway 
and lead to-a god enthroned in the 
stupor of his multiple gesture. He 
is the personification of wisdom,

Paper moncy, gold and sil- 
ver, burns before the tnblcts, flares 
up, The monks rise,.take off their 
long brown cloaks, fold them up. 

All Becomes Music 

The retreat of Kuan Yin, 
mysterious, inaccessible ' as her 
soul. The steps that lend to the 
shrine unfold Wke the Hines of a 
poem; all becomes music. There 
is.a distant sound of bells and 
wooden drums: a palm = rises, ita 
branch alien, hanging as a harp; 
there is a constant rustle from the 
bamboo grove. All lends to a face 
iuminated by a strange human 
sweetness, a god of golden wisdom. 
Outside a fascinnting Iittle kiosk, 
a lotus rising ..tq a tip of flame. 
There fs elegance, ardour and 
geometry. It is Mke walking 
through pure ether, when sudden- 
ly one bends to pick up a fortune- 
telling slip. Always that mixture 
of the prosiac and the mysterious. 
Behind the carth rises dank and 
pungently fragrant, the thick re- 
treats of follage fold themaclves 
about the sound of our footsteps. 
One fs strangely excited before 
the golden glimmer and the ashen 
dullners. 

We go down to rest, to drink 
some Chinese tea. As we move 
we look out over a shadowed world, 
sombre even in the sunlight, a sea 
spread as a clonk to hide the 
secrets of the earth. A little 
monk, ager to talk, his eyes 
bright as the polished beads of his 
rosary, serves ug tea. ‘The monas- 

was built thirty 
He 
himself has been there over ten 
years. Why did he become a 
monk? we ask. He had been a 
seller of porcelain in Kiang-si, but 
money was slow coming in, he had 
gone bankrupt; so he became a 
monk. And now he got up every 
morning at 8.80 with all the other 
monks, chanted prayers for two 
hours, ate rice, and then went to 
pray by himself. His day wos a 
busy one, but he was In bed by 
seven o'clock every evening. He 
chatted easily, bowing, bargaining, 
fingering his beads. 
Ceremony 

The tinkling of a bell at four 
o'clock in the afternoon calls tho 
monks to the ceremony in the main 
temple — the temple of our Lord 
Buddha. The Three Precious Ones 
dream on thelr lotus pedestals and 
know our world no Jonger. They 
are the Buddha Dharma (the 
law), an entity containing the 


constituents of the universe; 
Buddha (Shakyamuni), tho crea- 
tive onorgy;. and the Buddha 
Sangha, the totality of oxistence 
and Iffo. To the people thesc aro 
threo porsonal Buddhas whom they 
worsh{p without concerning them- 
selves about thelr origin; to the 
priesta they are simply the Buddha 
past, present and future. 

Now tho monks begin their 
chanting; thoy knecl, bowing their 
heads to the ground, They beat 
the red wooden  fish-head, symbol 
of watchfulness, for the fish never 
closes its eyes; they clang the 
brass symbols, tho | flat metallic 
plnte, flowor-shapcd, {fs struck with 
a thin fron rod to mark time, the 
tiny brass gong, scarcely more 
than a thimble, whirrs. The chant 
is strangely musical, a pecullar 
rich sound, low, nasal. The air fs 
heavy with the odour of incense. 
The face-of the pricst officiating 
is palo amber. He approaches the 
altar; the chanting quickens, the 
benting becomes more marked. 
The priest moves slowly, rhyth- 
mically, His delicate fingers handlo 
the wine-cup for the offe-ings—an 
Incantation of gestures. The whole 
oxaltation fs in these hands, subtle, 
abstract, which in the mufited 
shades of the hall scem to envelop 
the radiant vision of divinity. 

Laughing Buddha 

The Three Precious Oner look 
on motionless, only the snail shells 
that form thefr short curly hafr 
seem, in the flicker of the light, to 
atir. The priest moves out to the 
balcony, spills wine from his cup 
and flicks {t toward the temple op- 
posite, toward’ the Buddha Pu Tai, 
the Buddha of the future—a very 
stout monk with robes slipping off 
hia breast and: naked paunch ex- 
posed to view. Plump aa n fruit 
ready to burat this “little fat 
gentleman, ‘who alts In neglize 
costume with a broad smile on his 
face, has earned among foreigners 
the’ sobriquet of the Laughing 
Buddha.” We judge him as the 
embodiment of carnal virtues, yet 
{n renlity he is revered as the 
Saviour of the World 3,000 years 
hence. ; es 

The pricst places his cup upside 
down and moves back to the main 
temple. The chanting has alicd to 
a droning mutter.: At times the 
monks Imeel, all bowing thelr 


heads to the ground; they are no”. ° 


longer individuals, all are merged 
{nto the symbol. He who holds 
the red drumstick, straight and 
firm, has.Jong stiff fingers like tho 
waxen petals of a strange flower, 
or the carved, formed hands of a 
wooden Buddha. 

“Now they forms long line, fol- 
lowing one after the other, round 
behind the gods, now before the 
gods, now behind. The cloak of 
each swings out behind, o differ- 
ent brown. Again the bells tinkle, 
roll, the cymbols clang, the red fish 
shivers on its stand, its mouth 
ever gaping. o 

It In Over 

It fs over. They hurry out, 
nolselesaly. They who are guar- 
dians of the formulne by which 
the will of the spirits {s revealed, 
priests of the most ancient rell- 
gion of: mankind, which survives 
everywhere, Intent or visible. For 
the Buddhist, behind the flux of 
appearances, sees the reality that 
nevor changes, the mystery of that 
nothingness from which all things 
come, to which they return. Ho 
feols nothing real, everything 
iMusory. Here have been found 
means of clothing these abstrac- 
tions, of nenctrating through. tho 
emotions as well as the reason into 
that world on which all worlds 
rest, to that Being of whom ~ 
nothing can be affirmed save that:
